LOCKING PROCEDURES 


STAY CLEAR OF DAMS IN LOCK AREAS 
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When approaching the lock, boaters must stop at a safe 
distance and follow specified signals. 


Boaters must advise Lock Operators of approach via 
marine band radio channel 13. Lock Operators will reply 
with lights in the following manner: 


Green: Lock is ready, craft may advance. 
Red: Craft must wait. 
Six Flashes of 
Red or Green: Remain stopped and 
await further instructions, 
No Light: Craft must wait or tie up to approach wall. 


Upon entering the lock chamber, vessels must proceed 
under control at a safe, reduced speed. All boats must be 
equipped with adequate mooring lines and fenders. 

Lock Operators are not required to handle or furnish lines. 


In the lock, all vessels shall take their stations against 
the chamber walls. Boaters are required’ to secure their 
vessels to provided mooring posts by bow and stern 
lines, or as directed by the Lock Operator. 


EXITING THE LOCK 


As soon as the water in the lock chamber reaches the 
proper level, the gates will be opened. After the gates 
are fully opened, boaters shall cast off the lines and 
proceed at a reduced speed to exit the chamber in 
station order. 


NAVIGATION CHARTS 


Navigation charts are a must for safe boating, especially* 
when Sailing in unfamiliar waters. They show navigation 
aids, hazardous areas and a wealth of other important 
information. Charts of navigable waters in and around 
New York State are produced by the following agencies:

Lakes and New York waters north and west of Troy. 
INDEX #1 covers the Atlantic Coast and the Hudson River 
south of Troy.

CANAL TOLLS FOR BOATS* 


Tolls were reinstituted for use of Canal System locks 

and lift bridges in 1994. All motorized boats passing 
through any lock or lift bridge on the Canal System must 
purchase a two-day pass or seasonal permit. Tolls for 
pleasure craft are based on vessel size as follows: 


VesselLength Two-DayPass Seasonal Permit 


Less than 16 feet $5 $25 
16 feet - 25 feet 10 50 
26 feet - 39 feet 15 75 
Greater than 39 feet 20 100 


Passes and permits are sold at designated locks and 
lift bridges, Canal Corporation offices and through 
designated vendors.
